At the same time they will challenge

It was this section under which 
Harry F. Sinclair, who likewise re- 
fused to disclose his knowledge of the 
Continental transaction during the 
original Teapot Dome inquiry four 
years ago, was convicted of contempt 
of the senate last spring and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $500 and serve 
three months in jail.

Stewart were anticipated by Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh [Dem., Mont], 
prosecutor for the Teapot Dome com- 
mittee, in a resolution adopted by the

If the court refuses to grant the

Jacques Thibaud, the celebrated 
French violinist, made his American 
radio debut at New York, heard here 
through W-G-N, on the 8:15 to 9:15 
hour last evening. 
From the very first measure of his 
opening selection, “ Havanise,” (Saint- 
Saéns), throughout his recital] to final 
note, I was persistently, almost haunt- 
ingly reminded of the similarity of 
tone and style to that of Henry Selin- 
ger, violinist and musical director of 
W-G-N. We speak of optical doubles; 
this was an aural double. 


Nature never provides exact dupli- 


guishing singing tone*was not quite 
so pronounced as in the case with Mr. 
Selinger, and whether this fs due to 
the violins or to the manner of finger- 
ing and bowing it would be interest- 
ing to know.. Mr. Thibaud produces 
the same characteristic fine thread of 
tone as Mr. Selinger. ‘The greatest 
difference seems to be one of tempera- 
ment. For Mr. Thibaud lets himself 
loose and rolls up impassioned cli- 
maxes to @ much greater extent than 
does Mr. Selinger. Perhaps, also, Mr. 
Thibaud’s selections run a greater 
gamut of contrast than that which we 
hear from Mr. Selinger, but there are 
practical reasons for this. It is not 
often that we have an experience like | 
this. 

In connection with the male chorus, 
on this program, I thought the an- 
nouncer’s statement that Reinald Wer- 
renrath “directs just for the pleasure 
he gets out of it” an interesting side 
light. 

W-G-N’s music room ushered in a 
real musical treat: Haydn’s “Surprise” 
Symphony, played complete by the 
orchestra. It was announced that this 
was the first performance of an entire 
symphony at this hour. Let’s hope it’s 
but the first. Edward Barry, pianist, 
added further interest by playing one 
movement each from two of Haydn's 
piano sonatas. - 


Eighth symphony were played by a 
New York orchestra through WQJ, 
2 to 8,
